
What is community power?

● It is simply a way for the City of Dover to directly offer electric 

power to local ratepayers with the aid of a collaborative made 

up of other cities and towns.



Why would Dover wish to join a community 

power program?

● Expand power purchase choices for everyone in 

Dover. 

● Take advantage of the purchasing power of a large, 

non-profit coalition focused on providing very 

competitive rates.

● Provide easy access to renewable energy at 

competitive rates free of bait-and-switch plans.



How will it impact my electric bill?

● If you are a default power consumer (i.e. Eversource 

is your power provider), your power would now come 

from Dover community power. 

● If your current power supplier is a competitive energy 

supplier, you will be able choose to join Dover 

community power.

● Your meter reading and billing will remain an 

Eversource service.



Your current bill should look something like this:



Only the supplier portion of the bill will change under 

Dover community power:



What will remain the same under Dover 

community power?

● Eversource will continue to deliver and support 

service to your home or business.

● Eversource will continue to provide your bill.

● Eversource service charges will continue to be 

regulated or by state statute.



What on my bill will remain unchanged?
● Customer Charge is a fixed charge and is constant regardless of the amount of electricity used. This 

charge recovers costs associated with providing service to customers, such as installing and maintaining meters, 

utility poles, power lines and equipment, and meter reading.

● Delivery Charge is a variable charge that is based on the amount of electricity consumed. This 

charge recovers costs associated with the delivery of electric service to customers, such as maintenance and 

operation of transmission and distribution systems, and power restoration and service operations.

● Stranded Cost Recovery Charge is a variable charge that is based on kiloWatt-hours 

consumed in a month. This charge funds the recovery of a utility’s past costs, liabilities, and investments that will 

not be recovered as a result of the restructuring of the electricity industry in New Hampshire.

● System Benefits Charge is a variable charge that is based on kiloWatt-hours consumed in a 

month. This charge funds Core Energy Efficiency Programs and Energy Assistance Programs.

● Electricity Consumption Tax is a variable charge that is a state tax on electricity consumption.
